Present System Unfair to Boys 
And Only Continued 
Bad Roads.

Edltor Republican: -The preaentplan 
of working roads In Ohio county la 
au unprofitable way, very expensive 
and unfair to the able bodied male 
citizen between the ages of eighteen 
and fifty years. Unprofitable because 
the work that la accomplished la with 
out aysterm and in thirty days -or 
less from the time they perform the 
work, the roads are In as bad am- 
dition as they were before It was 
done. Hence we are out the expense 
and are compelled to put up with bad 
roads same as before they were work- 
ed. It is unfair to the able bodied 
citizens between the ages of eighteen 
and fifty because the boy at the age 
of eighteen has not as a general rule 
accumulate^ any money or property 
and is not a user of the roads to 
transport or convey products to market 
yet he is forced to pay from |1 to |6 
each year head tBx,valuing bis labor 
at |1 per day. The man of fifty years 
of age aa a general thing has obtain- 
ed some property. Is at the prime of 
life and will use the roads more In 
one year then the boy of eighteen 
would In three years. Hence we find 
the man between the ages of eight- 
een and fifty paying from $1 to $6 
road tax, besides the tax on his prop- 
erty, If be should have any, to enable 
the man of fifty to haul hia property 
and produce over. Yet the man of fifty 
has to pay. Does this look like a 
square deal for the farmer boy. I thin 
not. I prefer working the roads by 
property of the county and the means 
by which the county’s property Is 
transported and It would only be fair 
for the property of the county to be 
taxed to pay for the labor rendered 
to keep the roads In g>'od condiUoii 
without asking the boy of eighteen to 
do it for nothing. Now I don't mean 
that the property alone should be ia.x-| 
ed for that would excuse some to 
whom the roads are of much value, 
but put a head tax on all able bodied 
clUens between the ages of twenty 
one and fifty years, exempting the 
man of fifty and boy of eighteen. I 
think that itt Is tthe systtem by whic 
the roads are worked that la responsi- 
ble for the bad condition they are 
in. While 1 reccommend working the 
road by taxation 1 also reccommend 
pay for the work when it la done 
and not waiting for months for the 
pay as w»j have to now, when wo do a 
little county Job on the rosid. | 

Now this Is my plan. I will glad- ^ 
ly be subject to corrections.

Un Wednesdiiy momlng at l>ouis- 
I vllle. Federal Judge, Walter Kvune, 
handed down his decision In the case 
of A. B. Baird against Ohio county, 
giving Bail'd Judgment for the full 
amount of hia alleged debt, which 
with the principal. Interest and cost 
will amount to something more than 
$10,000. The suit was recently tried 
before Judge EJvans, at pwensboro, 
and taken under advisement. Our 
readers are familiar with the case 
which had Its origin about sixteen 
years ago at the time the county 
bad a sWlement with Dr. Baird and 
In payment of claims which he had 
bought, Issued a note to lilm for some 
thing over ta.OOO. The theory of the 
county baa always been that the note 
was duplicated or a new one Issued 
in lieu «f the first one, but that 
the first one was not taken upor de- 
stroyed, and whetb was afterwards 
dlscountHl at the Beaver Dam Deposit 
Bank by Dr. Baird and in course of 
time paid by the county. The coun- 
ty has been unfortunate In that near- 
ly all the witnesses to the transac- 
tion who might have given valuable 
testimony fur the defense bave since 
died. Vet under all the difficulties, 
the county made nut an rxceefilngly 
strong case and It looked ua though 
it ought to win both on the law and 
facta. After a lengthy opinion the 
Court expressed himself as being In 
very- grave doubt on the law of the 
case and it la confidently believed 
by the attorneys for the counts' that 
the Judgment of Judge Evans will be 
reversed by the United States Circuit 
Court, at Cincinnati, to which Court 
it has been appealed. 



The regular session of Congrests con 
voued at noon .Monday, but adjourned 
as a tribute of respect to those 
members who have died since the 
last session of Congress.

blackbirdu are quiet 
during the dark hours If unmoleeted, 
but occaaionally some enemy beeidcs 
the human hunter will diaturt) them, 
and there Is a great chatter and flut- 
tering of wings. A hungry owl, or a 
cat with some of Ita wild nature 
still remaining, will frequently visit 
such a place, and of course, has no 
trouble In securing a meal. Such a 
visitor often disturbs those near, and 
the frightened birds will flutter and 
fly away In the darkness to seek anr 
other roosting place. 

Swallows, after a day spent In 
aklmmlng the air and catching hun - 1 
dreds of Insects, will seek a roosting 
place at night. The chimney swift will 
soar and dart about until after sun- 
set and then suddenly dive Into some 
chimney. The birds have very sharp- 
pointed claws and cling on the eldiv* 
of the sooty flues. Old or unoccu- 
pied factory smofcestacka make ex- 
cellent places for the chimney wal- 
lows In vast numbers. 

In some of the country districts, 
and esjieclally along wide river bot- 
toms, where the conditions seem to 
provide a fine place for birds to catch 
Insects, there Is a swallow that likes 
to find a hollow tree tor a roowMng 
place at night In early igjrliig, before 
robins liegln to nest, these birds will 
gather In large numliers in some 
group of trees or grove, where they 
win sing until almost dark, and then 
they remain quiet until the first signs 
of day, when they break forth In 
song, filling the air with the sweet-

Doubtless the ex-Benator was able 
to save a large part of hla salary while 
on the Isthmus, being a man of simple 
tiastes and habits, and consequently 
ought to be In comfortable ctreum- 
stanres.

In time the 
beat from the chimney and the cloee 
quarters of the neata ijomhined to 
cause spontaneous conibuatlon and 
there waa an unexplained fire In the 
roof. 

Atkiiiaon also made an experiment 
to find out if rats would gnaw mateli- 
es. For two weeks a rat was kept 
under watch and matches placed with 
its food. It was not lung before It 
was neeu chewing the matches, and 
once it got a taste of the phos- 
phorus it began to like the watches, 
and in chewing them set them off. 

Mice also like phosphorus, becauK< 
it is sweet, and they will steal match- 
es to use them In building their nests. 
In one case in which a (lour was op- 
ened up a collection of heads of 
matches was found laid aside in u 
corner for food, while the sticka had 
been .used in building the nest. Birds 
have also been responsible for fires, 
but not actually causing them, like 
the rats and mice. The birds are 
fire makers through building their 
nests in places where sparks from a 
chimney, for Inatance, fall in the stra' 
and dry stuff used in building the 
nest. 

The cow IB not regularly claaned 
as a firebug, but one cow made at 
least fire history. It was Mrs. O'Leary' 
famous animal who one afternoon kick 
ed over a kerosene oil lump and start 
ed a fire that wiped out the City of 
Chicago in 1871. — PYom the Ne^’ York

Sawdust Flour From Waste of 
Lumber Mills. 

Flour from sawdust Is another 
stop in the movement for the conser- 
vation of forest resources. The 
Uuited States consul at Christiania.

deavor to find out what was the mat- 
ter and finally, was obliged to call on 
the manager for a»letance.

Finally each bill was examined separ- 
ately, bjith observe and reverse, where 
upon the mystified men discovered th 
case of their trouble. One of the bills 
had the design of |60 on the obverse 
and that of |100 on the reverse. It 
further appeared that the clerk had 
received the bill as $100. 

CoouBUDloatlon with the Treasury 
Department was had and It was found 
that that department had a record of 
the bill. It was discovered In 1890 
that one sheet of bunk notes printed 
for a national bank of Kansas CHy hid 
been reversed In the press. One plate 
bore the obverse of a $50 bill at the 
top and the obverse of $100 bill at the 
bottom. The other plate bore the rever- 
ses of the two notes.
